WHAT TO DO WITH OUR HHiIi 
COUNTRY. 



People ooming to this Island and be- 
lioldiDg to what great extent it is covered 
hy mountains and iiills, often wonder how 
opart from mining a»d lumbering, with a liltie 
BgriouHore, the surface ot the conutry is to 
bo naade available for the ocoapation and 
Bupport of man. Tlio hill oud mountainous 
oonntry is looked upon as entirely useless for 
any purpose but the extraction of minerals. 
Any thought of its being made available for 
supplying animal or vegetable life, would 
generally be scouted < as nest' to - impossible, 
slut We may dsk'to wbat extent are such 
opiniona true ? Can it hi possible that the 
greater portion of the Island will afford liv- 
ing to neither man nor beast? Oris this 
ealy a conclusion derivedfrom an exceedingly 
Buporficial view. We are inclined to think 
the latter the true stole of the case. Wo 
can easily conceive ono coming from a ooun- 
try.Qovered in ,e»ery.^irection with a fertile 
Boil,-^to*on&' where* roots-iBliow upon every 
side, being apt to institute comparisons any- 
thing but favorable to the latter. Wo must, 
however, take things as we find them, and 
will soon discover that there are few things 
so bad but at least they can bo turned to 
some aocouBt,-.t:8,Pj»f pur, mountain and hill 
country. Although wo need not hopo to 
shine in agriculture, we ueed not despair of 
turning that to a profitable account, for 
nhcop walks. Some may think that even for 
lluit purpose it is worthless, but there is not a 
sLadow of a reason for such a view. Sheep 
flourish in other countries wherever they 
can pick bnt a very scanty herbage,' and 
we Boe - no, reason ^ why they may not 
hero, wtere for a pgrlidn of the year at least 
the pastnrage on the bill-sides is of ths rich- 
est description, even with our present limited 
variety of introduced grasses. Even upon 
our very highest raouDtains snflioient gross is 
found to keep in flourishing condition ihe 
wild moubtain sheep whose fleeoo' yields a 
kind ot wool of the finest texture. ; If these 
animals can find such subsistence amid the 
snow-peaked Cascades, a hardy breed of do- 
mestic sheep might bo maintained on the 
mo'jnlains having loss altitude. The climate 
of this country is such that feed might be 
had all the year round, which would bo a 
great saving to the farmer, and placa him in 
a better position than the sheep-raisers in 
Canada or. the. Northern" States, who have 
nearly every season to provide a supply of 
■winter fodder. It is true that in summer our 
hills are generatly pretty well parched, but 
this, however, we imagine might bo remedied 
if needful, by the introduction of now grasses 
suitable to t^at kitid of soil,' such for.inSlanco 
as the nlfafe; f,AB long'as a snfficlebt supply 
of food is'nldintarniS, the'Sronght of summer 
Wbiild-not'^be O^'BCriouai bbjeotion ; in fact it 
would be more an advantage than otherwise. 
There may bo some difTernncc of opinion as 
to what particular kind or kinds of sheep 
would be best adapted for all purposes in a 
country like this, having so moist a spring 
and fall. The Southdown is, we believe, 
the breed principally kept os yet, and ap- 
pears to do very well— the increase, we un- 
derstand, coming as high as 90 per cent. 
One would think however, the Cheviot or 
Ootswold, or crossings from them would per- 
haps do better in our more exposed situations 
on the mountains. This however, must of 
oourso be determined by a judicious course 
of experiments; and it would be well if our 
Agricultural Society would devote' soine at- 
tention to thip subject, and put in an acces- 
sible shape the result of their researches, for 
the inlormntion of intending settlers. 

Thoro are perhaps few more profitablo 
sources of employment and income in any 
country than sheep farming J aild since the 
American war it is more''than 'ever likely to 
bo a good field for investment. The stop- 
page of cotton has caused manufaoturers to 
turn more seriously to the working of woolen 
fabrics, and people have come to make a 
more general use of them. This use too is 
Jikely to continue according as greater suc- 
cess is attained in variety and superior quality 
of the articles produced./; By entering ex- 
tensively into the growth' of wool, we will 
ultimately be . in a position to commence 
taaiiufBCturing both for' our own use and for 
export. Nature has evidently fitted us for a 
oommercial and mivnufacturing nation. Out 
coal and our metals, our insular Bilualion, our 
facilities for ship-building, and our evident 
unsuitableness for very extensive agricul tural 
operations, clearly point- out this- oa- our 
destiny. We ought therefore to take such 
steps as would enable us to'ylayjan early 
foundation for that career. Were all our hill 
country turned into sheep runs wc would 
have a superabundant supply of inullon for 
our mining, mftn-lfact'iring >>n'l .trading popu- 
lation, and wool eithBLlor export or oonversion. 
into clothes. ui X lii AV!. IVI- 

To give some idea of the evident profit and 
pormanence of ' wool 'growirigi we insert the 
following extract from tho U. S. Economist, 
which is well worth tno consideration of those 
who are desirous nf investing their capital 
in promising undertakings in these colonies : 
"Tho lowest price that wool has roaohod in 
tho Eastern markels for the last thirty-six 
years was in ISl'J, when fine wool was sold 
ut 3.3 cent.'?, and coarse at 23 cents. At that 
time slicep were sold in Ohio at one dollar 
and n half a head. The growers that year 
leoeived in Ohio tor medium wool 25 cents a 
pound, Now supposing the theory to be 
correct that tho increase of the flook will pay 
the keeping, 'it will be observed that the 
profit at this Iwiit 'otieejiijii. years vns 
50 per cent, on the value of the sleep. We 
learn that shorn slioep can be bought at 
present in Ohio at $3 50 per head. It will 
ihorelore bo seen that the clip next year at 
40 cents per pound would still pay 50 per 
cent on the investment, at- present prices of 
sheep. 

Into what ehp.nnol can capitalists put their 
money that will bo more likely to pay a 
large profit than in sheep husbandry"?

Ftrst Wire Suspenaion Bridge in BritiBh 

Columbia. 

In the course of a few days Trutch'a Wire 
Suspension Bridge over tho Eraser, near tho 
Indian village of* Spuzzem, iwUb bo »,thro\yn 
open to tra^or^ls^ifis Wfir/f Minder- 
taking of the sort yet carried out^in British 
Columbia, tho following description of the 
work may not bo uninteresting : 

Trutch's Wire Suspension Bridge crosses 
I'Vaser River at a point three-fourths of a 
mile below Chapman's Bar. 

It is admirably situated, at a contraction of 
the river, where the bod-rock ri.scs almost 
perpendicular on both sides, the towers 
springing np almo.st immediately over the 
water, and the bridge having a clear span of 
2G8 feel, gives to tho structure a great appear- 
ance of magnificence and boldness. At low. 
water the road-way of tbe bridge will bo 90 
feet above the stream, aud the highest riso of 
this years' water was 26 feet below tho lowest 
point of Iho bridge. 

Tho timber for this work was cut in the 
forests near the spot, and all tho sawing was 
iloiie by liaml. Tho tower timbers aro each 
20 inchi'S .■iipure. Supporting tho cables aro 
It) of these slicks, each L'Ci feet G inches long, 
•I sticks being frainnd together by means of 
1-1 girth limbers and IT l, inch wrouglit-iron 
bolts, spread at bottom, resting on he.-\vy 
sills, and coming together at the top, forming 
a pyramid, of massive timber. On the sum- 
mit is fitted a heavy cast-iron saddle, cover- 
ing tho whole of tho timbers, and keeping 
the cable which rests on it in position ; this 
arrangement forms one of the towers, there 
being in all four of them, two at each end ol 
Iho bridge. These towers are erected on 
massivo granite piers of excellent masonry, 
the piers beiug 32 foot long by 12 feet wido 
on top. Tho stone was quarried out at the 
spot, and tho lime employed was obtained e\x 
miles from iho bridge, where a very excellent 
quality of liniestouu had been discovered in 
grading tlie road : 

The cables, ol which there- are two. aro 
each -ii-i inches in diainelcr, 028 feet long, 
and are composed of wires, laid up in 

linseed oil, and protected externally by a 
coating of tar, pitch and oil boiled logetlier, 
and payed on whilo hot ; caoh of these cables 
weighs 12 tons. They were completely fin- 
ished before being put over tho towers ; they 
were' manufactured at a point half a mila 
from tbe bridge nnd transported to tlio bridge 
on 25 trucks built for that purpose. 

The current at this point when tho river is 
high is e.ttremely rapid and dangernns. A 
small line 'y inch think was lirst taken across 
by means ol a canoe going a long distance 
up the river and dropping down as it crossed; 
then a stronger line was taken across by 
means of tho small ono, and finally a wire 
cable Ij)^ inch in diameter, was placed in 
position and llrmly anchored ou both sides 
of tho river ; by means of this small cable 
tho larger cables wo now see and to which 
the entire bridge is attached, wore taken 
over and put iu position. 

Tlieso cables are secured on the west side 
by means of massivo bolls, inches in 
diameter, uoch set four feet into the hard bed 
rock ; and on tho cast side by moans of 
grunilo masonry, built underground si.xly feet 
in the hill I'mrn tho roadway. Tho cables 
liaug with a dollection of 20 feet. Altached 
to each cable, equi distant and live feet apart 
are 52 suspension rods, inches in diame- 
ter, of various lengths, shortening towards tho 
centre, in such a manner as to give the road- 
way below a curvo of two feet raise in the 
span, Attachdd tu the lower end of these 
rods and sustained Ijy two nuts are 52 beams, 
each 17 foot long,'i4 by 6 inches, set up odge- 
wiao ; on these beams tho platform is built, 
with 7 set of stringers, 3 by 10, firmly bridged 
on the top of which is tho planking, -1 inches 
thick ; this is all bolted togclhor by means ol 
Jfl-iuch bolts, no nails or spikes being used 
in tho platform. 

Altached to tho cables and platform direct, 
and uu each side of tho bridge, is an arraoge- 



ment of diagonal bracing, very light in ap- 
pearance, forming on effective truss, and ren 
dering the bridgs perfeotly rigid. From the 
platform four wiro guys are fastened to the 
rock in each bank ; thus by means of the 
truss and guys, all undulation or ouciilution 
ii entirely prevented. 

The distance between the cables is 14 
feet, thrs giving atliplo room lot nil the trafflo 
likely to pass over it. 

The approaches to the bridge are eioellent, 
and tho heaviest teaois have siiflicicnt rooitl 
to drive on to the. oriuge with cdse. 

The cables and ironwork aro painted black, 
tho timber and woodwork white. 

Tho dilliculty ol erecting such a structure 
can well bo imagined by a visit to the local- 
ity. The material for its construetion was 
not landed on thu yronnd lill the loili .Tune : 
' by tho ist ot September the cnlire work was 
completed. 

The Big Canon of Fraser River, that fear- 
ful spot so much dreaded by all going up the 
riverj and whore so many lives have been 
lo!;t, is na\y spanned by this substantial 
bi^ldi^o : aud while it is li SoUrce of ama^o- 
inent tu the Indians, wo pais oVer it sCaffiely 
ihitiking of tbe great and iusurmouptablo 
dilVioultics it has overcome. 

it is worthy of ieniatk, that alttiou'cK the 
men employed were constantly eicptiidd to 
dangers of falling and drowning, there, has 
been no accident from tbe commoDoemeot of 
the undertaking, 

.Tho designer ami constructor of tho bridge, 
Air. A. S. Ilallidin, fif ti::v. Frunelseo, has 
been on the ground tho entire period of lis 
construction, and as he has conapleled bis 
labors, leaves for homo by the nest California 
steamer. 

Uuloii of tlio Cdlouies. 
Editor British Coi.on-i.st. — Siit, — Tho re- 
cent dispatch from tho Duke of Newcastle, 
in which that eminent statesman urges tho 
importance of an , union between the two 
colonies ought to receive our serious atten- 
tion. 

There is litllc doubt that by such an union 
"economy and ellicieiiej would bo pi j- 
moted," but it is a gieat question whellier 
"political capacity would bo developed" or 
tho " strength of the colonies consolidated." 
This step may bo an impolitic measure, from 
two causes, arising cither Iroiii tho external 
position of tho colonies or fro n their internal 
character or from linlh. In I \is letter 1 will 
confine myself more particulaily to the objec- 
tions which take their rise out of tho iulcrnal 
condition aud political character of the peo- 
ple, aud first as to reasons against tho union 
which might be urged by tbo inhabitants of 
British Columbia. If an union wore lo take 
place and tbe seat of Government continued 
in Viotoria it might be objected. 

1. That all the ovils and iuconVenienens 
attending on absenteeism would be per 
petuatod. 

2. It would bo almost impossible for the 
represenlatives ol British Columbia (nulcEs 
paid) tu attend the sittings uf the general 
Parliament in Mctoria. 

3. The revenues of liritish Columbia would 
bo applicable to tho advancement of Van- 
couver Island ; and generally, 

4. In all questions of importance the voice 
of our colony supposed to bo adverse to the 
interests of tbo other would have mure than 
just weight. 

5. Victoria would still remain lhe}>ort for 
tbe two oolonios. 

Now \.\iB ftrst objection would carry with it 
somo weight if tho people of N'ew West- 
minster constituted, in fact, tho colony of 
British Columbia ; for 1 maintain that British 
Columbia can be governed wilh far greater 
facility from Victoria than if the seat of 
Government woro at Xew \Veslininsler, ami 
for this simple reason that the former place 
is and must be tho jioint of couunuiiication 
with the outer world and thu Imperial 
Government. Tho distance across the gulf 
being inappreciable (or this purpose, whore 
communications aro to be carried on with tho 
up country towns. 

2. Unless paid lor bis services (which I 
trust will never be tho case), the M. P. for the 
Cariboo District would as readily attend the 
Parliament in Victoria as in New West- 
minster, and perhaps more readily, unless it 
can bo shown thai the latter place can offer 
greater evidences ol comfort and civilization 
than the former. 

3. At present tho rovenuo of British Co- 
lumbia ia probably 4 times us groat as that 
of Vancouver Islund : but this ilis[iroportion 
may not always exist, and would not long 
continue if tho people of this Island would 
shake of! tlioir constitutional apathy and 
bring themselves lo believe that the ilay will 
come when an iudcpendout source of wealth 
must bo found, aod- somo other support than 
the gold of British Columbia must be relied 
upon. At any ralo tbo representatives of 
British Columbia would havu such a voice in 
the distribution of the double revenue as her 
importance demands— and if her population 
be greater than that of Vancouver Island, so 
will her inllueucc bo in the general pailia- 
ment. 

I will recur to ihe remaining points of iho 
subject in a Bub.seqiient letter. 

A. 

Defences of tho Colonies, 

In a recent iloi)ato in tbo Huuse of Lords 
I.,ord Lylteltun presontoil a petition from 
Taranaki, New Zoaluiul, relative to the dis- 
tress which had boon brought upon the in- 
habitants of that province in consequence of 
hostilities wilh tbo nativo.s. He adnntted 
that it was desirable that the colonies jhould 
bo responsible lor their internal delence, but 
this principle had not been ado|)led by the 
Colonial Olllco with respect to New Zealand, 
where tbo control of native afl'airs had been 
vested in tbe hands of the Governor and not 
of the colonists. It was, therefore, only just 
that this country, before giving up tbe man- 
agement of uativo affairs to tbe colonists, 
should SCO thorn out of tho difRculties in 
which they had been involved through no 
lanlt of their own. As soon as this wa? 
done tbo ri.datioiis of the colony with the 
mother couiiliy ou._;hl lo bo allereil willioul 
delay, but nut uulil then. I ii Tai'aiiiiki llic 
farms of the settlers had oeLii destroyed, iho 
people were cooped up in the town and for- 
bidden lo go to their liomesleads, the Maori 
iCing exercised sovereign righia, stopped the 
roads, aud prevented tbe passage of tho mails, 
and armed natives held lands which the set- 
tlers had bought from tbo Crown aod culti- 
vated for many years. 

The Duka of Newcastle denied that tho 
(Government nieditaU d abandoning llin col- 
onists in their (linicnilics, and said lhat none 
of bis dospatelics contained one word lliat 
would bear that coast; notion. He maiul:ur,- 
od, however, that iho war was l)(!gon with 
the cordial support of the colonists themselves 
for their sole benelit, aud that in spite of it 
the colony had mailu wondeilul progress. Sir 
(jcorgo Grey, the governor, was pursuing at 
once a wise, statesmanlike, resolute, and 
humane policy, and he was most sanguine of 
its results: . . ,■ ■ . • - . ' ,, 

Earl Grey was afraid that tho policy of the 
Government .i^as) a' false one. ...Tbe root of 
tho evil was .the ' constitution of New /oa 
land, and although tbo ability of Sir George 
Grey might overcome its defects for the 
present, mischief would break forth again. 



Beoognltion or Nautiality ? 

There is no precedent to be found in his- 
tory or in international law lo justify the 
attempt now tjeiog mad.e to procare the re- 
cognition of tbo Confederate Slates. We 
have no mote right to reeogniso the Confctlo- 
racy of the South than we have to recoghiao 
the Itevolutionary Government of Poland. 
We may have our own views as to the pro- 
babililles of tho American Union beiug 
restored, we may sdo Ilio impossibility of the 
North stibduing iho South or of holding it 
aflar contjueat. So Jong as wc coqfioe our- 
selves to tho ojcprcssiori of opifiidii we are iti 
the right, but to e.vpress that opinion in & 
uatio^|^l shape by recognising tho success of 
tho rebellion in tho Southern States is an- 
other matter. It is a question of the great- 
est magnitude, and yet Botno people would 
dispose of it by it riiofo void ol the Htjuse of 
Commons. We can easily understand tho 
impationoa of the South aud of its friends 
in England, because tho South depends for 
success upon nn armistice brought about by 
mediation, or by recognition transferring tho 
war to Europe^ Tbe nuo-stion row Is, how 
long fc'dil the South hdid out '! General Leo 
has left his position On tho noppahannock, 
because that position could uot be bold 
rtith 30,000 men, and he had no more. At 
the Terr time thdt Mr. Hoobuck calls for 
recoguition, Lee has been compollod to 
change his base of operations nod martrli 
into the semi-friendly States of Pennsylvania 
and Maryland. The South struggle* for lifa 
on the Mississippi, at Vicksburg and Port 
Hudsoi)( in Tennessee, where oho stands con- 
teutedly only on the defensive, ntid unable 
to mo3t renewed attacks from the Ncrlhern 
hosts. Leo attonipts by a coup dc main to 
change the whole aspect of affairs. 

Lao has committed a gretit blunder, for he 
has annihilated IJilrty distinctions in tbo State 
of New York, where Governor Se*monr calls 
more loudly than I'resident Lincoln for mtirl. 
New York regiments are being despatched 
to Pennsylvania as fast as possible. Mr. 
Roebuck has committed another blunder by 
asking for recognition just at the moment 
when the fortunes ot ine South arc in tho 
balance. Wo cannot recognize tho South 
according to intcruational law, and we ought 
not to do 60 oven if the contest was termi- 
n.itod, until wc have somo assurances secured 
by treaty as to tho gradual discontinuance of 
the doniostio institution ! It would be worse 
than folly, it woulii amount to a crime, for 
Pmgland to give national life to a Power 
llised upon Slavery. Of what value would 
our great deed of Abolition be if we assisted 
to establish , another system of, property. Jn 
inati 7 We.'aiei to be the greatest oustomcfs 
of the Soath'lin tbo days of her independence, 
and as sucH ousiomers upon our heads will 
be all tho guilt of slavery. Mr. Bright put 
tho (piestion very fairly before the country 
wheil he declared tho real slrugglo to bo fur 
the freedom of labor. A fifth part of tho 
Southern States only are cultivated, and yet 
from tlio other four-fifths European laborers 
aro excluded, because they cannot work 
[jrofitably side by side with forced labor. Let 
us, at all baaards, refuse to recognize the 
South until the system of slavery is provided 
for,-nQt(ba8tilyjjbut gradually-and humanely. 

Then, when the fertile fields of the South 
are opened to European enterprise, and tho 
sons of Africa aro redeemed from captivity, 
wa may, perhaps, bo found roudy to " recog- 
nise " a Government which has done its best 
to purge their country from wrong. In any 
event, we ought not to recognise tho South 
until tbo Northern army is driven from tho 
soil if tho South, and tho Northern fleets no 
longer blockade her ports. That nation has 
not estublished its indepondcueo which has 
to fight for bare existence on its own rivers 
and soil, and this tho South is now doing.— 
iVtiM of the World.
